another so as to require a predetermined disengagement motion to disengage said plurality of 
first portions from said plurality of second portions.

providing a plurality of first portions of a thr e e way fast e n e r plurality of directional 
fasteners to a belt; 

providing a plurality of second portions of a thre e way fastener plurality of directional 
fasteners to a container; and 

engaging said plurality of first portions and said plurality of second portions in to form 
a plurality of engagements to said plurality of first portions, said plurality of second portions 
positioned with respect to one another so as to require a predetermined disengagement motion 
to disengage said plurality of first portions from said plurality of second portions .
